y ITH the passing of the 69th Congress, from the service standpoint the most 
hectic but most productive of post-war years, the country finds its national 
defenses vitally strengthened and its national security more adequately secured 


than at any time since the days of demobilization. 

With the smoke of battle still hovering over Capitol Hill, a hurried stock taking 
shows financial provision made for the maintenance and development of the Army, 
Navy and Air Forces far in excess of what the most ardent proponents of “ade- 
quate defense” dared to expect when the committees met last fall to prepare its 
recommendations for Congress when it convened. 

Direct appropriations for the Army and Navy reach 
including twelve to fourteen million of indefinite appropriations, 
tract authorizations.

are the appropriation for non-military purposes for the 
Military Establishment, including the Panama Canal, of $85,738,444; $6,166,000 for 
Army housing; $4,409,000 for the ration increase; authorization for $13,150,000 for 
modernization of the Oklahoma and Nevada; for $12,000,000 for completing the two 
aircraft carriers; $4,654,000 for naval aviation stations; $1,000,000 for completing 
the submarine V-4; $1,650,000 for the Marine Corps Base at Quantico and other 
small items that swell the total to around the seven hundred and fifty million mark. 
Several of these were included in the second Deficiency Bill. 

There are indications too that the action of the present Congress is not merely 
a sporadic attempt to remedy existing deficiencies in our armed strength. Presi- 
dent Coolidge has come out openly time and again sponsoring the maintenance of a 
Navy and Army strong enough to guarantee our national safety. The sentiment 
in Congress is overwhelmingly in favor of adequate defense in spite of the wide 
divergence of opinion as to what constitutes it. The country at large, if a cross- 
section of editorial opinion from every section is any criterior, has a keen appre- 
ciation of the necessity of maintaining a Navy up to its treaty strength and a suffi- 


cent regular army to serve as a nucleus for building a war machine in time of 
emergency. 

Part of the cost for the 1928 Army and Navy should be properly charged up to 
the bills of former years.

'TPHE Army fared pretty well in this 
Congress. The War Department 
Appropriation Bill, which affects the 
Army more than any other measure, has 
gone through. It maintains the military 
establishment, Regulars, National Guard 
and Organized Reserves very “much as 
they have stood during the last three 
years. ‘The same may be said of the 
treatment accorded in the annual bill 
Officers’ Training Corps 


to the Reserve 
and to the Civilian Military Training 
Camps. In a word no reduction in 


strength of the military forces or the 
elements in training will result. More- 
over certain important items having to 
do with subsistence, mounts for cavalry 
and field artillery, the installation of 16- 
inch gun batteries together with their 
fire control apparatus at strategic points 
have been well taken care of. 

Aviation Cared For. 

It may be of special interest to note 
that the items of appropriation hold 
true to the program for the increase in 
personnel and material in the Air Corps 
in accordance with the five-year program 
laid down by the Congress at its last 
session. Another matter of great im- 
portance to the regular service is that 
of decent housing for the officers and 
men. This Congress has passed the ne- 
eessary legislation authorizing the con- 
tinuation of the program for the build- 
ing of barracks, officers quarters and 
hospitals at army stations scattered over 
continental United States and at. Pa- 
nama and Hawaii. Not only has the 
1928 building program been authorized 
but a bill authorizing a continuation of 
the program through the fiscal year 1920 
has passed. 

Housing Relief Authorized. 

In this way we have assured for 
nearly two years to come a continued 
effort on the part of the Congress to 
relieve the officers and men of the reg- 
ular army from the disgraceful condi- 
tions under which they have been living. 
This particular situation has had the 
special consideration of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. The con- 
struction program must be continued for 
several years to come before all our 
soldiers can be housed decently. It is 
to be hoped that the Congresses in the 
future will not forget this obligation. 

The Senate has passed a bill prepared 
and introduced by the Senate Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs offering a solu- 
tion of the problem presented by the 
famous “hump” in the promotion list. 
The members of our committee have be- 
come thoroughly familiar with the dis- 
tressful situation existing in this con- 
nection and have done their best in draft- 
ing legislation and securing its passage 
through the Senate (unfortunately very 
late in the session) as an evidence of 
their earnest desire to assure every offi- 
cer in the Army a decent chance to enjoy 
an honorable and_ successful military 
-areer. It was impossible for the House 
of Representatives to take up and pass 
such an important and complicated piece 
of legislation during the closing hours. 
However, we in the Senate Committee 
hope that we have contributed some- 
thing to a final solution of the problem, 
which ought to be achieved in the next 
Congress. 

I hesitate to add a personal note to 
this resume of legislation of interest 
to the service, but as I look back over 
the years and recall to my mind the

New Bids on Cruisers 
‘ANCELLATION of the for 
‘ construction of three cruisers sched- 

uled to be opened on March 10 and the 
advertisement for bids for the construc- 
tion of six cruisers has been decided upon 
by the Navy Department. 

The President’s signing of the Naval 
Appropriation Bill for 1928 on March 2 
without comment ended the spectacular 
fight over the new cruisers that attracted 
world-wide attention and was linked up 
with the President’s move to bring about 
a five-power conference to extend the 
limitations now existing on capital ships 
to include all fighting craft. 

The Congressional fight to 
the Administration in its plan to defer 
appropriations for beginning work on 
the last three of the eight cruisers au- 
thorized in 1924 started even before 
Congress convened and waged unremit- 
tingly until the final adoption of a com- 
promise measure late in the _ session. 
Even the unexpected action of President 
Coolidge in extending an invitation to the 
powers that participated in the Washing- 
ton Conference to take up without delay 
consideration at Geneva of further lim- 
itation. 

It is highly probable that the ma- 
jority of the six new cruisers will be 
built by private shipyards, possibly two 
going to Navy Yards though it is under- 
stood that the different yards will be 
given an opportunity to enter the com- 
petition and submit bids.

Country Club Tax Case Won. 

THE Court of Claims recently ruled in 

favor of the Alliance Country Club 
in a test case which involves a great 
number of Country Clubs throughout 
the country and carries an active in- 
terest to many Service members of the 
various clubs. General S. T. Ansell, 
Washington, D. C., was attorney for the 
successful claimant. 

The Revenue Act of 1918 and each suc- 
ceeding year imposed a tax of 10 per 
cent on all club dues and membership or 
initiation fees in excess of $10. The 
Internal Revenue Bureau held that the 
tax applied not only to yearly or monthly 
dues and the usual initiation fees, but 
that it also covered sums paid for shares 
of stock in the corporation holding title 
to the club property frequently required 
to be purchased as a qualification for 
membership in the Club itself. 

General Ansell gave it as his opinion 
in 1922 that the Bureau’s construction 
was wrong and the Court of Claims up- 
held the view that the tax does not apply 
to payments for stock purchased from 
the Club for membership qualification 
even when the amount may be repaid

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Congress Strengthened National Defense

and many of the laws have a far-reach- 
ing effect on the national defense, as 
well as the personal welfare and com- 
fort of the personnel devoted to planning 
and carrying into execution prepara- 
tions for the defense of the nation 
should the need arise. 

More than 1,300 bills and resolutions 
were referred to the Military Affairs 
Committee of the House for considera- 
tion and action, and I understand a pro- 
portionately equal number were intro- 
duced and referred to the Military Af- 
fairs Committee of the Senate. The 
Committee of which I have the honor 
to be Chairman has_ reported to the 
House approximately 400 bills and reso- 
lutions. of which about 250 were bills af- 
fecting individuals in their relations with 
the military establishment, and 150 were 
public bills. This means that about one- 
sixth of all the bills acted on by the 
House of Representatives came from this 
Committee. The hearings held by the 
Committee in considering these bills 
make up a number of volumes which will 
contain more than 5,000 printed pages. 

Majority of Measures Passed. 

It is a matter of considerable pride to 
the members of the Committee that prac- 
tically every one of these measures has 
passed the House, and the great ma- 
jority has become law. 

This great volume of work has been 
accomplished through the active interest 
and cooperation of every member of the 


Committee, subdivided into subcommit- 
tees, with the chairman of each sub- 
committee authorized and, in fact, ex- 


pected, to look after the _ particular 
measures considered not only in the 
Committee but in the House after being 
reported. 

James Tireless Worker. 

To Hon. W. Frank James, of Michigan, 
Chairman of the Subcommittee on Real 
Estate, Construction and Supply, great 
credit is due for the able manner in 
which he has handled the measures be- 
fore his subcommittee, as well as for his 
very active cooperation in all other work 
Committee. He has devoted him- 
self to the work of the Committee with 
untiring energy. To each Chairman and 
to the individual members of each sub- 
committee is due the thanks, not only 
of the Chairman of the Committee, but 


of the

and has been signed by the President, 
while the purely “authorizing” bills, such 
as the modernization of the Oklahoma 
and Nevada, the increased cost of the 
aircraft carriers, and Navy Public Works 
bills, are now law and can be appro- 
priated for in December. 

The Naval Appropriation Bill for the 
fiscal year 1928 provides funds for im- 
portant public works at various Navy 
Yards and Stations. Included amongst 
these are appropriations of $2,805,000 
for improvements to the channel and 
harbor at Pearl Harbor; $375,000 for re- 
pairs to Dry Dock No. 1, at Philadelphia; 
$300,000 for improvements to central 
power plant, and approach and distrib- 
uting system on Pier No. 6 at Puget 
Sound; $150,000 for a pier at the Naval 
Base, San Diego; $365,000 for quarters 
at the Submarine Base, Pearl Harbor; 
$157,000 for improvements to distribut- 
ing systems and central power plant at 
the Navy Yard, New York, and other 
miscellaneous items of smaller amount. 

The First Deficiency Bill which has 
passed the House and Senate also pro- 
vides $200,000 for the reconstruction of 
the Marine Railway at San Diego; $580,- 
000 for the additional storage and inci- 
dental improvements at the Yorktown 
Mine Depot, and $800,000 for repairs and 
replacement of public property damaged 
or destroyed by the hurricane at the 
Naval Air Station, Pensacola. 





the personnel of the military establish- 
ment as well. 

The outstanding piece of legislation is 
that concerning the air service. For 
many years Congress had been search- 
ing out some adequate solution of a 
much discussed, much studied, and as- 
suredly tremendously important phase of 
the national defense. Not only did Con- 
gress enact legislation setting forth the 
basic principles upon which the air de- 
fense of the nation should be carried 
out, but authorized as well a program 
calling for a five years’ development that 
is calculated to keep this country abreast 
of the best there is, and on a par, if not 
better prepared in the air, than any 
other nation. This, in conjunction with 
the program of development for civil 
aviation, is now well on its way. and 
even at this early date the advantages 
of the legislation adopted are apparent. 

Housing Program Extended. 

Hardly second to the air service legis- 
lation in point of importance is the legis- 
lation for the housing program of the 
Army. During the World War a num- 
ber of camp sites were purchased, upon 
which temporary buildings were erected. 
Following the war the more important 
of these camps were retained, and made 
a part of the permanent establishment 
with a view to their utilization not alone 
by the Army, but as civilian military 
training camps during the summer. The 
buildings on these new posts and those 
at many of the older posts have long out- 
lived their usefulness. During the Con- 
gress just closed about twenty millions 
of dollars of new construction was au- 
thorized, and the appropriations for most 
of it have been made. This has been 
made possible by Congress granting to 
the War Department the authority to 
sell many parcels of real estate that have 
no further military value, and to use 
the funds derived from such sales for 
new construction. These sums, together 
with additional amounts appropriated by 
Congress, will go far toward ameliorat- 
ing the conditions in the Army which 
the citizens of this country have been 
so vigorously urging Congress to remedy. 

Army Strength Maintained. 

Of no less importance and interest is 
the action taken by Congress in the an- 
nual appropriation bills for the Army. 
By appropriating funds for maintaining 
the Army at a strength of 118,750 men, 
with 12,000 officers, after the strength 
had been cut to 110,000 due to unfore- 
seen expenditures, Congress gave notice 
that it did not propose to have the Army 
skeletonized to such an extent that its 
usefulness would be destroyed. Not only 
this, but the appropriations have carried 
provisions for the purchase of new 
equipment to replace worn out stocks;

and adequate provision has been made 
for the needs of the service. 
The fact that the Army ration was

HE James Housing Bill which was 
sent to conference following its pas- 
sage by the Senate with two amend- 
ments was agreed upon by both branches 
of the Congress prior to adjournment. 
The Senate had reduced the amount 
authorized by the bill from $8,491,000 to 
$6,515,000 by cutting out the item for 
the Primary Flying Field at San An- 


tonio, Texas, and the Hospital provided 
at Scott Field, Ill. 
However, the House conferees suc- 


ceeded in getting $100,000 put back in 
the bill to previde for barracks at Scott 
Field instead of a hospital but agreed 
to the Senate amendment cutting out 
the Primary Field because the War De- 
partment has not yet acquired a clear 
title to the land. 

The Army Housing 
was agreed upon by 
the Congress last week 
signed by the President and therefore 
become law.

During the calendar year 1926 resig- 


nations of officers of the Regular Army 
totaled 168. By branches there were 
from the Infantry, 49 resignations; from 


the Air Corps there were 23; from the 
Field Artillery, 21; from the Medical 
Corps, 17; from the Coast Artillery, 16; 


from the Corps of Engineers, 12; and 
from the Cavalry, 11; the balance being 
rather equally divided among the other 
branches with the exception of the Ad- 
jutant General’s Department, Chemical 


Warfare Service, the Veterinary Corps 
and the Chaplains, from which there 
were none. During the same _ period 


there were a total of 56 retirements of 
which 19 were from the Infantry and the 
balance about equally divided among the 
other branches. Fifty-four officers died 
during the year, 14 were discharged, 11 
were dismissed, and two were dropped. 
This makes a total loss among officers 
for the year of 305. This is off-set by 
the appointment of 333 new officers. 

On December 31, 1926, there were in 
the Regular Army 11,814 officers. Of 
this number 3,170 were graduates of the 
Military Academy, 906 received commis- 
sions while enlisted men, 3,755 were ap- 
pointed from civil life, 359 were ap- 
pointed to the Regular Army from vol- 
unteer organizations and 3,624 were 
formerly emergency officers.

formations or dispoistions liable to be 
obvious to officers of other branches; 
and things which formerly were contro- 
versial are soon considered as matters of 
vital interest and of utmost importance 

to all officers. 

At Fort Riley, there are units of ar- 
tillery, cavalry, engineers, and the air 
corps. Officers come here from all parts 
of the United Staes. When they arrive, 
some of them have preconceived errone- 
ous ideas of the limitations and capabil- 
ities of other branches. The duties here, 
however, require a most intimate under- 
standing between the various branches. 
The officers are thrown together in work 
and play. Within a short time, all sem- 
blance of misunderstanding disappears, 
and a sense of mutual understanding and 
cooperation takes its place. Each officer 
works to increase the efficiency of the 
others. 

Close Assoication Helps. 

It is manifestly apparent that a mu- 
tual understanding of the difficulties and 
problems of the different arms and 
branches can best be secured by close 
association in peace time service. The 
day of separate cavalry, infantry, air 
corps posts has passed. 

When the operations of one branch are 
essential to provide for the success of 
another in time of war, the two should 
serve together in time of peace. Officers 
of one arm should study the methods of 
operation, and serve with a sister arm 
upon which they are dependent, in or- 
der that each may learn the capabilities 
and limitations of the other, and make 
misunderstanding and hard feelings dis- 
appear.—Let’s get together!

RETIREMENT FOR CADETS AND MIDSHIPMEN DEBATED. 
N interesting discussion involving the retirement rights of Cadets and Midship- 
men took place in the Senate this week when Bill H. R. 9030 for the retirement 

of Hampton Mitchell as an Ensign of the Navy came up in the Senate. Senator 
Wadsworth pointed out during the discussion that the passage of the bill would set 
1 precedent for the retirement of Cadets and Midshipmen which would throw open 
the retired lists of the Army and Navy to all students at the two acadamies who 
incurred physical disability while there.. Senator Sheppard held that Congress should 
recompense ex-Midshipman Mitchell since he developed tuberculosis just three weeks 
prior to graduation. Senator Sheppard claimed it was a result of participation in 

vere drilling and swimming exercises after he had severely wrenched his side. 

The majority of Senators who took part in the debate were inclined to keep the 
retired list solely for commissioned officers of the Army and Navy for which the list

P ASSAGE of the deficiency act carrying the appropriation for beginning the con- 
struction of the buildings at Quantico that will create a permanent base for the 

Marine Corps Expeditionary Force is bringing scores of congratulations to Major 
General John A. Lejeune, the “father” of the plan whose unremitting efforts for 
years past have been finally rewarded.

7ITH the announcement by the National Aeronautic Association that it has ene 
tered three planes to represent the United States in the 1927 Schneider Cup 
Races great interest has been aroused in service circles as to the possible personnel 
of the team which will upho!d the honor of Uncle Sam at Venice in the autumn. 

It is practically assured that the War and Navy Departments will grant leave 
to any service pilot who may wish to try for a place on the team and already 
several prominent fliers have been mentioned as possible contenders. Among the 
latter are Lt. A. J. Williams, U. S. N., who has for several months past been ex- 
perimenting with a racing plane of his own design, Lt. George T. Cuddihy, U. S. Ni 
and Lt. C. Frank Schilt, U. S. M. C., both of whom were pilots in last year’s race. 

The Army also has several aspirants for the honor and it has been rumored that 
Lt. James H. Doolittle, backed by a large American manufacturer, may apply for 
permission to compete. 

Widespread interest has also been aroused in circles which have heretofore been 
unable to enter pilots and it is thought that the Coast Guard air service may be 
able to supply an entrant competitor. 

The N. A. A. has not yet decided as to the method to be employed in selecting 
the pilots although it is unofficially known that they are relying on at least two 
well-known fliers as “sure” entrants and are counting on private subscription to 
lend the financial aid necessary. ° 

At any rate, expressions are heard on all sides lauding the action of the As-

and political experience which business operation and legislative activity in Albany 
had developed. Having served in the War with Spain and as a member of the 
National Guard, Mr. Wadsworth was especially interested in military affairs. He 
became a member of the committee of the Senate having charge of this subject and 
finally became its chairman. Never a militarist, and in no sense a pacifist, always 
keenly concerned for a balanced national defense, Mr. Wadsworth lent an attentive 
ear to the real needs of the Army. His interest was as great in time of peace as 
it was during the period of the World War; and it was his constant effort to make 
conditions satisfactory for the personnel and to improve their morale through ade- 
quate pay and other satisfactory living conditions. One of the co-authors of the 
National Defense Act, he placed his country in a position for better preparedness 
than ever before in its history, and his outstanding work in this regard justifies the 
sincere thanks of all who have the welfare of the Nation at heart. 

The influence of Senator Wadsworth not only in the Senate but in the Govern- 
ment has been steadily mounting. The reliance the Senate had in his judgment 
was shown in the closing days of the session when without any discussion and with- 
out a dissenting vote, that Chamber passed the bill designed to improve the Army’s 
promotion system. Great, however, as was the Senator’s interest in the Army, he 
never lost sight of the fact that it was one of the arms of National Defense, and 
his influence and vote could always be counted upon to give aid to legitimate needs 
of the Navy and the Marine Corps. 

Mr. Wadsworth has been retired temporarily to private life. But we are sure 
his exceptional ability and gifts will cause his early return to the public service. 
He takes with him from Washington the devoted gratitude of the Services and their 
realization fhat they can depend upon him, even as a private citizen, to lend his in- 
fluence to matters which are desirable for their welfare. 


RESERVE PROMOTION TO BE SETTLED. 

‘THE War Department wisely has granted the request of representatives of the 

Reserve Officers’ Association for a conference to reconsider the new promotion 
system in the Reserve Corps. It is of slight concern that certain provisions of 
the Regulations recently issued were or were not preliminarily discussed; a con- 
troversy can easily make a mountain out of this molehill. What is important is 
that the matter be thoroughly threshed out, all misunderstandings removed and 
the policy determined upon, which has many good points, be carried on, with or 
without modifications, as the conference may determine. The Regular Establishment 
is deeply interested in the development of the Reserve Corps, and proposes to 
maintain the closest and most harmonious relations with it and its members; and 
the Officers of the Reserve Corps are animated by a like feeling toward the Reg- 
ular Forces, In view of this mutual regard, it is not difficult to believe the Con-

REAR IN 








ADM. AUSTIN MELVIN 

KNIGHT, U. S. N., retired, who died 
at the Naval Hospital, Washington, D. 
C., Feb. 26, 1927, was born in 1854 at 
Ware, Mass. He was appointed to the 
United States Naval Academy at An- 
napolis in 1869, graduating in 1873. His 
early years in the Navy were filled with 
routine assignments. During the Span- 
ish War he was engaged in the blockade 
of the coasts of Cuba and Porto Rico on 





the U. S. S. Puritan. 

He early became associated with the 
Naval War College, attending that in- 
stitution in 1901. After commanding 
several ships in the intervening years 
he was commissioned rear admiral in 


1911 and assigned as Commander-in- 
Chief of the Atlantic Reserve Fleet. 
Duty as Commander of the Special Serv- 
ice Squadron in Central American waters 
followed. From 19133 to 1917 he served 
with distinction as the President of the 
Naval War College ai Newport, R. I.

The sentiment in the House was almost
